W ashington, Mtroh 15—It is no* 
thought th a t w ar between Spain ant! 
the United States is improbable be 
cause it is the known determ ination o: 
this government not to begin hos tilt 
ties save in response to an overt act 
which is actually war itself, and be 
cause it is known to be the determine 
lion of the queen regent and her ad­ 
visers not to have war unless it is 
started by the United 8.ates. With both 
sides resolved to avert war, modern di­ 
plomacy should hav resources enough 
at its command to settle all the ques­ 
tions now at issue between the two 
governments without recourse to force. 
This is the line cf reasoning by which 
men who are really familiar with the 
inside facts of the present situation are 
becoming more and more convinced 
that there is not going to be any war, 
barring accident or individual blunder 
bat might start the very

tion which both governments are anx­ 
ious to avert.

Som e In terestin g In cid en ts D escribed by 
Survivors o f th e B attlesh ip . 
Here are some interesting incidents 
of tho rec< ut Maine disaster: Many of 
the surviving sailors, especially those 
who were badly wounded, do uot recol­ 
lect anything of the explosion except 
that they found themselves in the wa­ 
ter, and some of them do uot even re­ 
member that as they were picked up 
unconscious aud came to their senses in 
their cots at the hospital. 
One man with whom I spoke the oth- 
ar day could not realize what day of the 
week it was. 
William Maguiness, who was hurled 
from his hammock, awoke, believing 
the ship had been struck by shots fired 
from the {Spanish forts This idea so oc­ 
cupied his mind that during the two 
days he was at the hospital he was con­ 
stantly talking tight. 
William Gartreil, 
a fireman, was 
three decks 
down and was blown 
through 
them 
without 
suffering e 
scratch. 
He was the only one from the 
lower part of the ship who was saved. 
F irs t G lass Gunner Bullock, seeking a 
cool place to sleep, was lying iii the aft­ 
er turret. When the explosion occurred. 
he found himself astride the bigcaunon, 
which had shifted to one side. 
Not 
knowing how lo escape, he finally 
squeezed himself through tho guuport, 
which was quite a difficult undertaking, 
as tho hole was hardly big enough to 
admit the passage^*’ his body. 
Joseph Lutz, a marine, was blown 
from his hammock and went with the 
tty ing debris into the air. 
He landed 
again on deck, began hunting for ids 
shoes and trousers and then jumped 
overboard. 
Captain Sigsbee tells me that the cool­ 
ness and bravery displayed by William 
Anthony are commendable. 
Anthony 
is a private in th** marines. 
He was 
stationed as orderly at tho door of the 
captain s quarters. 
At the moment of 
the explosion the captain was writing a 
letter to his wife. 
All the lights were 
immediately extinguished. The captain 
arose and attempted to make his way 
through the long passage leading to the 
dock, and as the ship was toppling to 
one side and sinking fast Captain Sigs- 
bee groped his way wTith difficulty. He 
finally bumped against a man who prov­ 
ed to be Orderly Anthony. The ooh aly 
first begged the captain’s pardon aud 
then very coolly said: 
“ {Sir, I have come to report to you 
that the ship lias been blown up ali t 
she is fast sinking. “ 
Captain Sigsbee says that any ordi­ 
nary man would at that time have 
thought how to save himself rather 
than go inside a dark passage of a sink­ 
ing vessel, not knowing if he would 


On board were three cats, a young 
tabby and two toms. The older tom wa 
born on board a monitor at the Brook­ 
lyn navy yard 13 years ago. 
He was a 
tar by birth and had served all iiis lift 
iii the United States navy. 
He paid no 
attention to tabby and had the good rec­ 
ord of never having held moonlight con­ 
certs on roofs or sown his wild oats on 
back fences. The officers, seeing his dis­ 
regard for Tabby, bought ou shore only 
two days before the accident a young 
Cuban tom. who, to distinguish him 
from Old Tom, was named Young Tom. 
He and Tabby perished in their honey 
moon. Old Tom, who was three decks 
below, was also thought to have been 
lost, but was discovered recently by 
Commander Wainwright crouched ann 
meowing pitifully on a pile of wreck­ 
age on deck. 
He has been taken on board the Fern, 
where the sail* rs are giving him the 
best of care ami where he has assumed 
again his old post of the senior cat iii 
the United States navy.

All the survivors of the Maine lost 
everything they had. Many lauded with 
hardly any clothing, and all are today 
lamenting the loss of some valuable per­ 
sonal effects which money cannot re­ 
place. 
Father Chidwick, the chaplain, 
grieves over the loss of a gold chalice 
which the crew of the Maine gave him
